Elba residents battle Pea River’s flood waters again

On Wednesday of last week, July 
6th, as the presses rolled on that 
week's edition of The Elba Clipper, 
the news it contained was “old hat.” 

A picture on the front page made 
note of the damage that Tropical 
Storm Alberto had caused as it 
moved through our area on Sunday, 
July 3rd. 

Little did everyone know that the 
worst was yet to come. It was 
thought that Alberto was on its way 
north - NOT! The unique weather 
conditions that existed at the time 
caused the tropical depression to 
stall over the southeast (East Ala- 
bama & West Georgia) and the rains 
came and stayed. 

The end result was the Flood of 
1994. For the City of Elba, this flood 
was not as bad - damage wise - as 
the March of 1990 Flood. Although 
to those whose homes were flooded 
Bee little difference - a flood is 


At 6:36 a.m. Wednesday morn- 
ing, July 6th, the Pea River flowed 
lazily through Elba well within its 
banks at 15.46 feet but that soon 
changed. 

With rain coming down steadily 
in Eiba, and to the north as well, the 
Pea River took a major step upward 
and rose to 23.35 feet at 8:30 a.m. 


Not only was the river beginning 
to rise, but Whitewater Creck was 
also showing all-to-familiar signs of 
being on the rise too. For the city of 
Elba, this was not good! 

Between 2:00 p.m. and 3:30 p.m. 
the river had reached just over flood 
stage at 30.05 feet. 

City officials had wasted no time 
in implementing evacuation plans 
for low lying areas outside the con- 
fines of the levee. 

Residents on Smith Avenue and 
in the Riverview Subdivision were 
the first to be moved to safety since 
that is the first area to receive flood- 
ing from the Pea River and White- 
water Creek. 

Tractors began pulling in trailers 
furnished by Dorsey Trailers and 
family members, assisted by volun- 
teers, began loading their belongings 
in the vans. Many other companies 
in the area volunteered and brought 
in vans to be used in the evacuation 
process. 

By mid-afternoon, the evacuation 
was well underway as the waters 
continued to rise. Before the river 
had cleared its banks most of the res- 
idents of Riverview and Smith Ave- 
nue had vacated their homes. 

At 11:00 p.m., Wednesday night 
(July 6), the river reading was at 
35.95 feet and and continuing to rise. 

Not only was Elba bracing for a 
flood, but all of northern Coffee

According to Joe Clark, who is 
with the Alabama Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, there were less 
than 100 homes and businesses 
which were damaged by flood wa- 
ters both inside and outside the lev-

The count included any house, 
mobile home or business that got 
any amount of water damage caused 
by flooding. 

The greatest amount of damage 


appeared to be in the Riverview Sub- 
division and on Smith Avenue. Both 
are located outside the levee in 
Northeast Elba and lay between the 
Pea River and Whitewater Creek. 

There were some flooded homes 
located on the Kinston Highway and 
a couple in the Brookdale Subdivi- 
sion located south of downtown and 
down river. 

Several homcs on S. Plant, S. 
Williams, Payne, Garret, and Wayne 
Streets, located just off Reese Ave- 
nue, also received damage from 
flood waters.

Inside the levee there were sever- 
al homes and some businesses that 
received damage as rainwater was 
unable to drain out of the levee. The 
majority of these were located on 
Putnam St, Guyton St., Hickman 
Ave., and Reese Avenue. 

In the northern part of Elba along 
the Troy Highway, several houses 
and one business received damage 
from rising flood waters. 

There were a few homes in the 
Mulberry Community that received 
water damage due to flash flooding 
and overflowing drainage systems. 

Many of the businesses located in 
downtown Elba evacuated Wednes- 
day and Thursday as a precautionary 
measure. 

At press time, the survey was still 
underway; however, it was evident 
at this time that the flood damage 
was going to be considerably less 


than in March of 1990. 

Those who witnessed both the 
March 1990 Flood and the Flood of 
1975 compared this one to the ‘75 
Flood. 

On Friday, President Bill Clinton 
declared seven counties in southeast 
Alabama as federal disaster ares, 
making them eligible to receive fed- 


eral assistance. The counties were as ~ 


follows: Barbour, Coffee, Coving- 
ton, Dale, Geneva, Henry, and Hous- 
ton, 

Goy. Jim Folsom, Congressman 
Terry Everett, and U. S. Senator 
Howell Heflin have all toured the 
flood stricken areas.

Coffee County Commission focuses on Flood of 1994

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission focused on the 
aftermath of the Flood of 1994 and 
its devastation to the county and lo- 
cal communities. 

Charlie Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, briefed the commissioners 
on what was being done to assist res- 
idents and cities in their recovery ef- 
fort. 

He stated that a processing center 
of the different governmental agen- 
cies had been set-up to give assis- 
tance to individual residents of the 
cities and county, The center is 
scheduled to remain open for three 
days but that time will be extended 
if it is necessary. 

For the most part, Webb stated 
that the danger of flooding had 
passed but that everyone should be 
extremely careful when traveling 
county roads and city streets. Barri- 
cades SHOULD NOT BE _ IG- 
NORED! 

Commissioners were told that 
FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) had not yet an- 
nounced a date for a team to come in 
and begin assessment of public dam- 
age - damage to roads, streets, drain- 
age systems, bridges, public works 
facilities, etc.; however, Webb said 
that it should be soon, 

“Our damage is extensive - much 
greater than I think in 1990,” said 
Webb, “Certainly in the City of En- 
terprise its much, much greater than 
it was in 1990 and we've got a tre- 


mendous amount of damage around 
the county.” 

Webb encouraged the commis- 
sioners to contact all the county’s 
public water systems and get them to 
assess their damage. They will be el- 
igible for assistance from FEMA, 

He is encouraging all residents of 
the county who have their own pri- 
vate well to have their water tested. 
Samples can be taken to the county 
health department for testing. 

Webb told commissioners that en- 
gineers from the Alabama National 
Guard are helping in the clean-up 
process and that everything is mov- 
ing along well. 

“It’s going to be a long recovery 
period,” Webb said in concluding his 
briefing. 

Sheriff Mickey Counts, in his re- 
port to the commission, stated that 
he was very pleased with the re- 
sponse of his deputies and reserve 
deputies during this emergency 
which actually began on Sunday 
with his department. 

He was very complimentary of 
the volunteer members of the fire de- 
partments and rescue squads 
throughout the county, Counts said 
that their assistance during this crisis 
was invaluable. 

Counts also had high praise for 
Mark Pool and his staff for the effec- 
tive manner in which they responded 
to his people in requesting that roads 
be closed, 

“We still have a problem with 
people running around barricades,” 
Counts said. “I’m going to be true to 
may word, If I catch anyone going 
around a barricade, I’m going to put

them in jail!” 

Barricades are in place for a rea- 
son and should not be ignored, 
moved or STOLEN! 

In conclusion, the sheriff thanked 
everyone for their patience and assis- 
tance during this time. 

Mark Pool, county engineer, be- 
gin his report to the commissioners 
by stating that his staff had already 
taken more than 1,000 pictures of 
damage to the county’s road system. 

The bad news was that only the 


100's and 200's (road numbers) roads 
had been surveyed. Remaining are 
the 300's, 400's, 500's, 600's and 
700's. 

He reported that as of Monday, 
the county still had 31 roads closed 
to traffic. 

He warned commissioners that all 
damage to county roads will not be 
apparent,

Federal Assistance on the Way to Flood Victims 


Last Wednesday, I contacted 
the White House to request assis- 
tance in dispatching all necessary 
federal emergency relief to southeast 
Alabama where torrential flooding 
has uprooted whole families and se- 
riously damaged numerous commu- 
nities. 

On Friday, President Bill 
Clinton declared seven counties in 
southeast Alabama as federal disas- 
ter areas, making them eligible to 
receive federal disaster assistance. 
These are Barbour, Coffee, 
Covington, Dale, Geneva, Henry, and 
Houston. 

Also on Friday, I joined Goy- 
ernor Folsom, U.S. Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Michael Espy, and James 
Witt, Director of the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA), in touring flood-stricken 
areas of the Wiregrass. 

Now that the flooding is sub- 


dividual assistance will take several 
forms. FEMA will make temporary 
housing assistance available to those 
who qualify. Checks will be issued to 
those in need to cover rent or to 
provide minimum house repairs. 

Agriculture damage is also 
expected to be high as crops remain 
under water. The U.S. Departmentof 
Agriculture has several programs 
which will be available to assist farm- 
ers as a result of the Wiregrass flood- 
ing. 

The Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration (FmHA) offers Emergency 
Loan Application Packages. In order 
to qualify for these emergency loans, 
the applicant must be engaged in farm- 
ing, must be able to demonstrate a 30 
percent or more crop loss, and must 
be able to show they have sufficient 
income in order to repay the emer- 
gency loan.

Shortly after 9:00 p.m., the Na 
tional Weather Service (NWS) told 
Officials that a new crest had been 
forecast for the Pea River due to ad- 
ditional rains to the north of Elba 

They predicted that the river 
would rise to 41 feet before cresting. 
This was to happen at approximately 
12:00 midnight Thursday. 

Local “river experts questioned 
the new forecast, but city officials 
took no chances and passed on the 
NWS's prediction of a 41 foot crest 
to local residents via local radio sta- 
tions and house-to-house notification 
by police. 

It was noted that Whitewater 
Creek, the culprit in the 1990 Flood, 
had also begun to recede when this 
word was received. 

Additional precautions were tak- 
en inside the levee since it is de- 
signed to withstand a river crest of 
approximately 42 feet. 

Shortly after midnight on Thurs- 
day, another reading was taken and 
the river stood at 36.75 feet. A 
downward trend was continuing. 

Officials, wanting to insure that 
the river was indeed falling, request- 
ed that a sheriff's deputy check the 
river's height at the Folsom Bridge 
on AL Highway 167. This location 
is well north of Elba. 

The report from the Folsom 
Bridge at approximately 12:30 a.m. 
Friday was good - the river was con- 
tinuing to fall at that location too. It 
had reportedly dropped some 2.5 
feet there. A small sigh of relief was 
breathed by all. 

Elba officials concluded that in- 
correct data had somehow been fed 
into the computers at the National 
Weather Service’s headquarters. 

Although the river continued to 
fall Friday and Saturday, there was 
some flooding inside the levee 
caused by a stuck valve in a drainage 
pipe under the levee on the west side 
of town. 

Also trapped rain water which fell 
inside the levee was causing some 
homes and businesses to flood. 

The stuck valve was treated as 
though it were a leak in the levee 
and was contained by sandbagging. 

Pumps were then brought in and 
began pumping the water over the 
levee, Late Friday afternoon, the wa- 
ter began to subside inside the levee 


"as the pumps did their thing!

One of the most crucial needs is a 
supply of safe water. Every person 
in a family needs about 2 quarts of 
water or other liquids daily (more in 
hot weather). They also need pure 
water for preparing food, brushing 
tecth, and keeping clean. 

When warned of a severe storm 
which could cause flooding, or 
which could otherwise disrupt water 
Services, insure an adequate supply 
of safe water for the family by filling 
large clean containers, pots, pans, 
sinks, and bathtubs with water, Then 
shut off the main water valve to pro- 
tect the clean water already in the 
water system. If possible, close the 
valves on the water lines leaving the 
house. 

Emergency sources of water, such 
as ice cubes, may be on hand. Soft 
drinks and fruit juices are water sub- 
Stitutes. In addition, the water in the 


Unless you are absolutely certain 
your home water supply is not con- 
taminated by flood water, purify all 
water before using it for drinking, 
food preparation, brushing teeth, or 
dishwashing. If the water contains 
sediment or floating material, strain 
it through a cloth before treating it. 
Water can be purified by boiling or 
by chemical treatment. 

Boiling 

Boil water at a rolling boil for 10 
minutes to kill any disease-causing 
bacteria in the water. Add a pinch of 
salt to each quarter of boiled water 
to improve the taste. 

Chemical treatment 

If water cannot be boiled, treat it 
chemically. Two chemicals usually 
found in the home will purify water. 

(1) Chlorine bleach such as Clo- 
rox or Purex. Household bleach is a 
good disinfectant for water. Howev- 
er, check the label to be sure that hy-

Sources of drinking water 


water pipes and toilet flush tanks 
(not the bowls) is safe to drink if the 
valve was closed on the main water 
line before the flood. 

To use the water still in the pipes, 
turn on the faucet located in the 
highest point in the house--usually in 
an upstairs bathroom. This lets air 
into the system. Then draw water 
from the lowest faucet in the house. 

The hot water heater or water 
pressure tank could supply 30 to 60 
gallons of safe water in an emergen- 
cy. Before using water from the wa- 
ter heater, switch off the gas or elec- 
tricity which heats the water. 
Leaving the heating part on while 
the heater is émpty could cause an 
explosion or burn out the elements. 
After turning off the gas or electrici- 
ty open the drain valve at the bottom 
of the tank. Do not turn the water 
heater on again until the water sys- 
tem is back in normal service. 


Ways to purify water 


pochlorite is the only active ingredi- 
ent in the bleach. Do not use any 
bleach which contains detergents. 

Percent chlorine Add per gallon of water 


1% 40 drops 
4 to 6% 8 drops 
7 to 10% 4 drops 
Unknown 10 drops 


Mix the bleach thoroughly into 
the water. Let it stand for 30 min- 
utes. The water should have a slight 
chlorine odor. If it doesn’t, repeat 
the dose and let the water stand for 
an additional 15 minutes. 

(2) lodine. Household iodine 
from the medicine chest or first aid 
kit will purify water. The iodine 
should be 2% United States Pharmo- 
copeia (U.S.P.) strength. Add 20 
drops per gallon of clear water, and 
40 drops per gallon of cloudy water. 

Water purification tables will also 
purify water. Water purification ta- 
bles are available at drugstores.

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Elba City Council in close door session

The Elba City Council spent 57 
minutes in executive session Mon- 
day evening to discuss a personnel 
matter at the request of Police Chief 
Jack Parker. Following this closed 
door session Mayor Ricky Haywood 
turned to Council member John W. 
Sharpless and asked if he wanted to 
make a motion? 

Sharpless made a motion for the 
Chief and the city attorney to work 
out the problem. The motion passed 
unanimously without discussion. 
There was no further discussion on 
the matter nor any public indication 
of the nature of “the problem.” 

Parker’s activity report for the pe- 
riod from the last council meeting in- 
cluded answering 41 complaints, is- 
suing 32 traffic citations and making 
11 criminal arrest. The police also 
investigated three automobile ac- 
cidents. 


During this same period, the an- 
imal control officer picked up 22 
dogs. None were claimed by their 
owner and none sold. 

Council members were told by 
the mayor that City Clerk Jim Nich- 
ols had resigned. Haywood noted 
that each council member had a copy 
of his letter of resignation. 

The council unanimously sup- 
ported a motion by council member 
Earl McCollough to name Opera- 
tions Officer Henry Clark as City 
Clerk. 

McCollough declined to accept a 
recommendation from Haywood to 
add a travel allowance to Clark’s 
pay. He noted the city owned a car 
for such use and he didn’t feel the 
expenditure was wise at this time. 
The other council members appar- 
ently agreed and no expense al- 
lowance was approved for Clark. 

The council approved a request 
from Clark to seek bids on two used 
dump trucks. They also voted to hire 


Elba’s W & E Board members 
wrestle with landfill water project

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
again wrestled with the project to 
furnish water to rural citizens be- 
tween Elba and the Coffee County 
landfill. 

Engineers for the county had pro- 
posed a six inch water line from 
Elba to the landfill. 

Engineer Bobby Lee, who is de- 
signing the Elba portion of the pro- 
ject, told board members that wouid 
not be adequate. 

He noted it would furnish no fire 
protection, only 30 pounds of water 
pressure in the landfill area and 
would not allow for any additional 
users to be added in the future. 

He gave several options, with his 
recommendation as the best being 


for the county to increase their pipe 
to an eight inch size. He said this 
would attach to the eight inch pipe 
Elba is installing, would offer fire 
protection, ample water pressure and 
extra water for adding users in future 
years. 

This would cost about $60,000 
extra. The county has already gotten 
a $180,000 grant to fund this project. 

Elba has committed $140,000 to 
this project. While it is mainly to fur- 
nish water to county residents with 
critical needs, there will be some iim- 
provement of water pressure for city 
residents on Smith Avenue and Her- 
man Driggers Drive. 

Assistant utility superintendent 
Henry Clark said, “Anything but an

two part time temporary employees 
to assist with the paperwork for 
FEMA requirements related to flood 
damage. 

Both Clark and Haywood told 
council members these salaries 
would also qualify for FEMA fund- 
ing. 

A private firm will begin col- 
lecting Elba’s city sale tax in the 
near future. The city council voted to 
hire the Hartsville firm in an effort 
to save money and speed up the pro- 
cess of getting the money to the city 
treasury. The new firm will only 
charge $7.00 per month, per busi- 
ness, to collect the taxes. Presently 
the State of Alabama gets over 
$11.00 for the same service. 

In other flood related business, a

Damage sites to.county roads exceeds 2,000

The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session Monday after- 
noon to be up-dated on the flood re- 
covery. 

County Engineer Mark Pool, in 
his briefing of the commissioners, 
said that repairing the damage to the

Pool reported that so far his de- 
partment has inspected 600 damage 
sites on the county’s on-system 
roads and 1600 sites on off-system 
roads. 


Unrest exists in New Brockton’s police department

The New Brockton Town Council 
held a “marathon ” meeting Monday 
evening lasting more than three 
hours. 

A majority of the meeting’s dis- 
cussions centered around the police 
department - some positive and 
some negative. . 

Mayor Kathryn Hollcy read a pre- 
pared statement conceming the re- 
cent actions taken by the council 
concerning police officer Harry 
Laird. 

She stated that “several citizens 
have come forward to express their 
concerns and state that he [Laird] 
does not deserve the actions taken by 
the council.” 

Continuing to read from the pre- 
pared statement, Mayor Holley re- 
ferred to the powers of the mayor as 
outlined in the “Red Book” fur- 


nished each town and city by the 
League of Municipalities. 

It stated the following: “A council 
may adopt an ordinance which gives 
the council exclusive authority to ap- 
point a police chief, all police offi- 
cers, and a superintendent of utili- 
ties. 

“However, as chief executive of- 
ficer of the municipality, the may- 
or’s powers to oversee the daily ac- 
tivities of the city officials cannot be 
removed.” 

Holley contends, as she has 
throughout the Laird incident, that 
she acted within her rights in grant- 
ing leave to Officer Laird. 

“Officer Laird does not deserve 
the treatment that this council has 
passed down,” said Holley. 

The mayor asked that a motion be 
made to place Laird back on full- 
time status with the police depart- 
ment. She also recommended that all 
of his sick leave and annual leave

lost since May be restored. 

Councilman Robert Miles, in re- 
viewing the police department’s ros- 
ter, noted that Laird has been work- 
ing almost fulltime since June 9th. 

“If we’re going to work a man 40 
plus hours, I think we should call it 
fulltime and give him the benefits 
that the other police officers are get- 
ting that are working 40 hours and in 
some cases less,” said Miles. 

With that, Miles made the motion 
that Laird be placed back on fulltime 
status as of June 9th. Councilman 
Clinton Marler seconded Miles’ mo- 
tion. 

During the discussion of the mo- 


tion, Council member Rose Ann 
Lewis questioned why Laird had 
been working fulltime even though 
the council had voted for him to re- 
main on part-time status. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers ex- 
plained to the council that several of- 
ficers had been on personal and mili- 
tary leave.

Enterprise man murdered 


A $10,000 reward has been of- 
fered by Gov. Jim Folsom for infor- 
mation in the murder of an Enter- 
prise man, Ronald Talmadge 
Henderson, age 30, of Route 2. 

Henderson was shot to death ear- 
ly Sunday moming in downtown 
Elba, 

He was found shot twice in the 
head and his vehicle was “riddled” 
with gunfire from a passing vehicle. 

Henderson's body was discovered 
in his car near the intersection of 
Griswald and Fleming streets at ap- 
proximately 12:37 a.m, Sunday. 

According to authorities, Hender- 
son was taken to Medical Center En- 
terprise where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival, 

“The circumstances surrounding 
the crime indicate that every effort 
should be made to apprehend and 
convict the perpetrator or perpetra- 
tors and it is believed that the offer- 
ing of a reward might prove helpful 
in the apprehension and conviction 
of the person or persons responsible 
for this crime,” Goy, Jim Folsom 
said, 

Folmar requested and received 
money from the governor’s office to 
set up a reward fund for information 


about the crime. 

Enterprise police are looking for a 
light colored, possibly yellow, Cadil- 
lac or fullsize car in connection with 
the shooting. 

Police would not comment on the 
type weapon used in the murder or 
whether or not it has been recovered.

FEMA gives disaster 
assistance up-date 


MONTGOMERY —Officials with 
the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) and the Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency 
(AEMA) are providing the following 
updates on numbers of persons ap- 
plying for federal/state disaster assis- 
tance at the Disaster Application 
Center and through teleregistration, 

The number listed below are to- 
tals as of 3:00 p.m.. Monday, July 
19: Total Applications - 1833; Disas- 
ter Housing Assistance - $767, 
948.00; SBA Loans - $189,400.00. 


He feels that all the damage has 
been located, inspected and docu- 
mented (photos taken). More than 
2,200 photographs have been taken 
of the damage. 

It should be noted that on-system 
roads’ are those roads that are most 
traveled (main arteries), while off- 
system roads are those which are 
less traveled. 

Funds for improvements on the 
on-system roads are received from 
the federal government as well as the 
state highway department. The ex- 
pense of keeping up off-system 
roads is that of the county alone. 

Pool told commissioners that the 
cost of repairing the on-system roads 
will be paid 100% by FEMA (Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency) 
if the work is completed within 180 
days. This percentage will decrease 
if the work is not finished within that 
time. He stated that the day-count 
started on July 2nd. 

The expense of repairing off- 
system roads will be funded as fol- 
lows: 75% by FEMA, 10% by the 
state highway department, and 15% 
by the county. 

There are several damage sites 
that the Soil Conservation Service 
will assist the county in repairing. 
They will pay 75% of the cost while 
the county will be responsible for the 
remaining 25%. 

Commissioners were told by Pool 
that damage assessment teams from 
FEMA and the state highway depar- 
ment are expected to arrive in the 
county this week. They will inspect 
each of the damage sites and make 
their assessment. 

“It will be a long time before any 
money will be seen,” Pool said. 

He warned commissioners that 
the county will, in all probability, ex-

perience a serious cash-flow prob- 
lem within the very near future. 

Wilson Mobley echoed Pool’s 
warming and both men advised the 
commissioners to begin making con- 
tingency plans. 

“My budget is shot for this year!” 
said Pool. 

Pool told commissioners of the 
highway department’s need for an- 
other front-end loader and a wood- 
chipper. 

The amount of dirt having to be 
moved at this time is placing an ex- 
tremely heavy workload on the 
present loader. The chipper is need- 
ed for the removal of debris on road 
right-of-ways. 

No action was taken on either 
piece of equipment. 

He also noted that due to the time 
factor involved in getting the repair 
work completed, he anticipates that 
much of the work will be contracted 
out, 

Pool told commissioners that 
units of the National Guard are 
working on 8 damage sites in the 
southern portion of the county. 

“They are doing a real good job 
where they’re working,” Pool said. 

Turning to other matters while in 
session, Mobley asked for guidance 
or clarification in a matter related to 
the addition to the District Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The commission had agreed to a 
400 square foot addition with the 
county furnishing the labor (county 
maintenance crews) and the DA pay- 
ing for the materials, 

Mobley stated that the footage 
had increased to 1,100 square feet 
and that a bill for the laying of brick
